Council to decide Farmers' 
Mar[(et fate at Dec. 17 meeting

Chances are the Farmers' 
Market will be rebuilt at its 
present site, but on a temporary 
basi.s while plans are developed 
to include a Farmers' Market 
vvithin a larger Farm Park project 
ai unolhcr site. 

City council at a workshop 
Tuesday decided to place the 
is.suc on the Dec. 17 agenda 
when council will decide whether 
to rebuild the market at the 
current site and the minimum 
length of time, possibly five 
years, that it will remain on the 
site. 

At the work session, council 
members appeared to be inclined 
to follow the recommendation of 
Louis E. Cullipher. agriculture 
director, to rebuild the facility at 
its current site, utilizing 
available proceeds from 
insurance payments, with 
ultimate relocation when an 
appropriate permanent site and 
funding package are identified. 

Council's decision on the 
Farmers' Market will still leave 
the question of what to do with 
the city-owned 38 acres, 
including the 10 acres on which

the market is located, when the 
market is moved to another site 

As one possibility, city 
manager James K. Spore 
presented a rendering of an office 
park on the 38 acres which would 
bring in to the city S469,360 a 
year in real estate taxes. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that he had some concerns 
about developing the property as 
an office park because the 
property is contiguous to the 
planned Virginia Beach Higher 
Education Center for which the 
city already has donated 35 
acres. He said that the center 
may need the land for expansion 
in the future. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
asked whether the same thing, 
the office park, could be done on 
the Lake Ridge property which 
also has been considered as the 
location o£ the Farm Park. 

The Farmers' Market has 
operated since 1976 from ius 
location at the intersection of 



Princess Anne and Dam Neck 
Roads to provide a facility for the 
marketing of local agricultural 
products and complementary 
goods and to preserve the city's 
rural heritage through special 
event. 

On Aug. 22, a fire destroyed 
approximately two-thirds of the 
market structure and damaged a 
portion of the remaining structure. 
In September council decided 
lo continue the operation at the 
site-damaged areas were 
renovated and a tent purchased to 
house other tenants-through 
December. The cost of the 
expenditures have totaled 
$71,942 which will be covered 
under the city risk management 
program. 

If the city rebuilds the market 
at its present site, the cost would 
be $500,000, which will be 
covered by insurance {»yments. 

Criticism of the fn-esent 
location has centered on the 
potential value of the property 



which is unsuitable for its present 
use and the poor ingress egress. 

The Farmers' Market Task 
Force had recommended moving 
the market to a new site in (x 
near the city-owned Lake Ridge 
property. Other locatioas mention 
are along the Princess Anne 
Road corridor, and transition area 

m 

Cullipher said the the 
temporary location of the market, 
as much as five years to give, 
tenants enough time to plan for 
their businesses, would give the 
city more time, said Cullipher, 
not only to find a new location 
but to generate interest in the 
business community in a public- 
private partnership. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that there will be a day 
when the university will require 
the additional 20 acres behind 
the Farmers' Market and 
therefore the city should be very 
careful witJrit. 

The Farm Park, envisioned as 
much more than a market, may 
even include an equestrian 
center. 

Once council gives the signal, 
reconstruction can begin early in 
1997.

City's economy healthy

City Council took a little Ume 
this week to bask in the healthy 
state of Virginia Beach's 
economy. 

The message from the city's 
financial director Patricia Ann 
Phillips at this week's council 
workshop was that fiscal 1996 
was good — revenues were 
higher than anticipated and 
expenditures were less, thanks, 
according to the annual tinantial 
report, to the productivity, 
restraint and effective 
management by department 
directors and city council. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf took 
the opportunity to compare the 
city's fiscal solidity with the 
plight of Miami, which faces the 
{vospect of having its bond rating 
r^uc^. It would lead to more 
costly debt, and even the 
p(»sibility of having the State of 
Florida take over the city's 
management. 

' On June 30, the total general 
fund balance for Virginia Beach 
was $99,640,668, or $3,122,803 
greater than the previous fiscal 
year, according to the report, as a 
result of an increase in revenue 
and the city and city councils 
efforts to reduce expenditures 
during the fiscal year. That 



means that the undesignated fund 
balance was $73.8 million 
compared to $52. 8 million the 
previous year. 

That fund balanced is the city's 
security blanket. 

During the year the city 
maintained its "AA" rating on 
general obligation bonds with 
both rating agencies, Moody's 
Investors Service Inc. and 
Standard and Poor's 
Cffl^oration.That will make it 
easier for the city to sell its 
bonds and at a lower rate of 
interest. 

Revenues were 
higher than 
anticipated. 



The largest source of local 
revenues was general property 
taxes both real and personal 
property, which increased firan 
$261,375,095 in fiscal *95 to 
$284,285,512 in fiscal 1996. The 
increase resulted from the 
increase in personal pt^wty 
assessments of 3. 1 percent. Other 
local tax revenues also went up. 
from $128,044,884 to 
$134,941,514. 

Still, the government spent 
more with total expenditures 
coming to $705,961,379, an 



increase of $29,693,443 or 4.4 
percent over fiscal 95. 

Even the school system's score 
sheet looked a little better. The 
$12,058,100 deficit which it 
carried over from fiscal 95 was 
whittled away by $480,538 to a 
June 30 deficit of $66,214,602 
but the city's net obligations 
represent only 28.7 percent of the 
debt limit assigned the city by 
state law, a limit based on the 
assessed value of real estate in 
the city. Other items in the

WINTER PREPAREDNESS WEEK 

Surviving nature's fury 

Calling the winter of '95-'96 a record setter 
might be an understatement. The word 
"disastrous" may best describe the massive 
snowfalls, treacherous ice. subzero 
temperatures, destructive flooding and power 
outages that plagued the state last winter. 

Eighteen people died during the snowstorm 
that paralyzed the state in early January. 
Snowfall amounts totaled more than three 
feet in some areas, and high winds following 
the storm whipped the show into drifts up to 
10-feet high in some mountainous regions. 
Many Virginians were stranded at home for 
days. Snowplows worked around the clock to 
clear roads of snow that Just wouldn't stop 
faUing from the relentless storm lingering 
over the state. 

In February, ice storms turned eastern 
Virginia, notably Hampton Roads, into a huge 
skating rink that causes scores of traffic 
accidents, extensive power outages and 
downed trees. 

The memories of last winter should serve, to 

prepare us for what Mother Nature sends our 

.way this winter. The best advice during 

Winter Preparedness Week, Dec. 1-7: plan 

The Virginia Department of Emergency 
Services urges residents take the time now to 
understand winter hazards and learn how to 
prepare for these dangers: 

Winter preparedness at home 

■ Stock an emergency supply of water and 
non-perishable food. 

■ Keep an adequate supply of fuel in your 
home. Have an alternative heat source such 
as a wood stove, fireplace or space heater in 
case you lose power. 

■ Make sure you have a flashlight, battery- 
powered radio, extra batteries, first aid kit 
and extra prescription medications that you 
might need. 

■ To keep water pipes from freezing, wrap 
them in Insulation. During sustained cold 
periods, let each faucet drip a little to avoid 
freezing. 

Winter preparedness for the road 

■ Be sure your car is in good running order. 
Have a mechanic check your battery, 
antifreeze, wipers, ignition and thermostat. 
Good tires are very important. 

■ Keep basic items in your car like a 
windshield scraper, battery jumper cables, 
tow chain or rope, bag of sand, flashlight, flrst 
aid kit. road map and some non-perishable 
food. 

■ If the roads are treacherous due to ice or 
snow^stay at home unless ywi absolyjtely have 
to get out. 

■ If you are caught on the road during a 
winter storm, stay in the car. Don't seek 
shelter or a telephone unless you can see one 
close by. For heat, turn on the car engine for 
brief periods. 

Avoiding overexposure and overexertion 

■ To prevent hypothermia, dress warmly, 
both during the day and while sleeping. 
Several layers of hghtweight clothing or 
blankets are better than a single, heavy layer. 
Be sure to wear a hat when going outside 
since nearly half your body's heat is lost 
through the head. 

■ Check on elderly neighbors and relatives. 
The elderly are especially susceptible to 
hypothermia — even Inside their homes. Icy 
and slippery surfaces can cause dangerous 
falls. 

■ Cold weather puts a strain on the heart, 
even without exercise. During January's 
snowstorm, more people died from heart 
attacks brought on by overexertion that any 
other cause. Of the 18 deaths during that 
event. 10 were from heart attacks caused by 
overexertion. Be careful when shoveling snow, 
pushing a car or similar activities. 

Finally, since we can't prevent bad winter 
weather, the best alternative for a safer 
winter is to simply be prepared. Stay 
especially aware of watches and warnings, 
should last winter's fury be repeated.

Commonwealth

It was little noted that E. Digby 
Baltzell recently departed this life. 
But not be- 
fore leaving 
an enduring 
monument in 
that useful 
acronym 
WASP, short 
for White 
Anglo- 
Saxon Prot- 
estant — that 
long-domi- 
nant Ameri- 
can caste 
now fighting 
a rear guard 
action to up- 
^— — ^— — ■ hold its view 
of our cul- 
ture and its 
accustomed place at the head of the 
table. 

Many will resent calling Thanks- 
giving the WASP holiday. But bound 
up as it is in the legends of Jamestown , 
Plymouth Rock and the Puritan Fa- 
thers, that seems a fair statement. 

But it isn't wrong to say WASPs 
mainly gave us the American Revo- 
lution andtheU.S. Constitution. Their 
belief in free markets broke down all 
barriers between the states and gave 
America the largest and least fettered 
marketplace. Not a bad run, though 
WASPs are too reluctant to admit the 
extent to which they have been — are 
being — carried by the brain and 
brawn of non-WASPs. 

While sociologist Baltzell praised 
WASPs for a dedication to civic vir- 
tue that did so much to shape the 
nation's destiny , he warned they were 
losing power because their racial pride 
stood in the way of welcoming minori- 
ties into their class. 

Thirty years later, few minorities 
would much care to join a fraternity 
whose claim to cultural superiority 
and unique political insight can now 
be whispered only among friends at 
the country club. 

Despite the fact almost all of us are 
immigrants or the descendants of 
immigrants, our history has been char- 
acterized by a never-ending debate 
over just how open our door should 
be. In fact, it was open to all comers 
for the first 275 years, and real re- 
suictions applied only in the 1920s. 



One who took the lead in closing 
the door was that ultimate WASP, 
Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts. "If a man is going to be an 
American," he said in 1888, "let him 
be so without any qualifying adjec- 
tive, and if he is going to be some- 
thing else, let him drop the word 
American from his personal descrip- 
tion." 

His namesake lost the senate seat 
to an Irish- American by the nar le bf 
John Kennedy in 1952. 

In one of his last public stater lents, 
Theodore Roosevelt told th( All- 
AmericanFcstivalinl919,whc lanti- 
immigrant fervor was at its eight, 
"We have room for but one la guage 
here, and that is the Engli h lan- 
guage," 

There will be debate in ' »e new 
Congress — as there has )een in 
numerous states — about ai tending 
the Constitution to safeguard English 
as our "official" language. It'sdoubt- 
ful that a two-thirds vote will be found 
in both houses to transmit such an 
amendment to the states. 

For years. Sen. Alan Simpson, R- 
Wyoming, championed greater re- 
strictions on both legal and illegal 
immigration. Hegothalfaloaforless 
in the last Congress. A compromise 
was enacted doubling the number of 
Border Patrol agents to 10,000, re- 
stricting claims of refugee status or 
asylum, and making deportation eas- 
ier. The law also makes it more dif- 
ficult for non-citizens to collect wel- 
fare and for citizens to bring in their 
relations. 

But Simpson is leaving and no one 
of his stature seems inclined to take 
up the fightiolimitlegal immigration, 
now running just over one million a 
year. It is estimated thatabout300,00G 
arrive illegally. 

The cost/benefit ratio of newcom- 
ers has long been debated. Looking 
only at government benefits, the best 
data indicates immigrants under age 
64 are less likely to be on welfare 
than the native-born. But between 
1982 and 1993, the number of non- 
citizens over 64 collecting SSI bene- 
fits rose from 92,000 to 416,000. 
This suggests that many were brought 
here by relatives promising to pro- 
vide support, but who knew (or soon 
learned) how easy it was to qualify 
them for welfare. 



A study by the Urban Institute in 
1994 found 641,000 undocumented 
aliens enrolled in public schools in 
the seven states that receive the most 
illegal immigrants. The annual cost 
to taxpayers was estimated at $3 bil- 
lion. Those same states claimed they 
spent $445 million on Medicaid for 
illegals in 1993. 

Of course, most of those illegals 
were gainfully employed and paying 
taxes. The most dispassionate and 
scholarly critique of U.S. immigra- 
tion policy reaches a conclusion that 
runs counter to the dominant senti- 
mentality of our culture: America 
hasn't been choosy enough in the 
new residents it accepts. That is, our 
policy should favor those most likely 
to add to our national wealth and not 
be dependent upon it. 

But most of this is academic. A 
country as big and open as our own, 
defining world cultural and economic 
aspirations as it does, will never find 
any good way to keep most of thc»e 
determined to come here from doing 
so. Nor will our current politics per- 
mit it. 

The government reports that in 
1993 more than 21 million legally 
entered the country — twice the num- 
ber that came as recently as 1985! 
The vast majority, of course, came 
for business or pleasure and promptly 
went home. But if they decide not to 
go home, finding and evicting them 
is an awesome task. The Census Bu- 
reau estimates thatfour million people 
are now living here illegally. 

Government demographers have a 
pretty good idea of what our popula- 
tion will be like 25 or 50 years hence. 
For 1994, they broke the estimated 
population of 260 million into 193 
million white. 31 million black. 8.4 
million Asian and 26 million Hispa- 
nic. 

The great unanswered question is 
not whether our descendants will 
gather on Thanksgiving 2046 or 2096 
to ameal of turkey and cranberries, as 
opposed to beans andrice,but whether 
they will preserve the engine of demo- 
cratic capitalism that gave us the 
means to enjoy that feast in the first 
place.

There are many Ues and myths 
about much of the history of America. 
According to Richard Shenkman, 
an expert on 
the subject, 
Christmas 
looms as the 
largest holi- 
day on the 
national cal- 
endar, but it 
hasn't al- 
ways been in 
this position. 
Until the 
Civil War, 
Christmas 
was but 
scantly ob- 
served. Most 
shockingly, 
"""■■"""""■^ retailers 
hardly 
seemed to 
take notice of the occasion. Histori- 
ans report that the pages of the New 
York Tribune in 1 84 1 did not contain 
a single example of advertising with 
a Christmas theme. It wasn't until 
after the Civil War that retailers be- 
gan experimenting with special 
Christmas sales. Once they did, how- 
ever, it didn't take long for them to 
discover the commercial possibili- 
ties offered by the holiday. 

By 1870, December had become 
the merchants' single largest selling 
month of the year. Christmas had not, 
by the way, idways been regarded as 
a proper time for celebration. 

In the 17th century diis holiday, 
which was to become so American, 
was widely regarded in New England 
as an unappealing popish import. The 
leaders of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony so disdained Chrisunas that 
in 1659 they passed a law against 
celebrating the holiday, punishing 
"anybody who is found observing it 
by abstinence from labor, feasting or 
any other way," The law was re- 
pealed 25 years later, but prejudice 
against Christmas remained suong. 
Of all our folk heroes, Santa Claus 
is probably the most familiar and the 
most misunderstood. To begin with, 
the name is strictly an Americanism; 
in Europe, he was known for centu- 
ries as St. Nicholas. 

The change occurred when the 
Dutch, spelling his name "Sim 
Nikolass," imported Nicholas to 
America. Somewhere along the way 
the name became "Siniesklass" and 
finally "Santa Claus," More surpris- 
ingly, Santa Claus didn't always ar- 
rive at Christmas, In Europe he 
showed up on Dec, 6, as he did in the 
early years in America. He became 
specifically associated with Christ- 
mas only when Americans of British 
ancestry adopted him from the Dutch. 
Most interesting of all, San taClaus 
didn't always look the way he does 
now. 

The Dutch made him out to be thin, 
tall and dignified. Later, in the early 
1800s, Washington Irving imagined 
Santa as a bulky man who smoked a 
pipe and wore baggy pants. 

In a drawing in Harper's Weekly in 
1858 he doesn't even have a beard. 
Not until the Civil War did he 
begin to look the way we think he 
should, thanks to a cartoon drawn by 
Thomas Nasi, Santa hasn't changed 
much since then. In case some are 
wondering when he got Rudolph the 
red-nosed reindeer, it was in 1939 
when Montgomery Ward came up 
with the idea. 
Welcome to the real world. 
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Ft. Story still keeping 
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This is the first in a two-part series 
about Fort Story. 
Since Colonial times, ii has long 
been recog- 
nized that 
Cape Henry 
held strategic 
military 
value. The 
point was 
proven as 
early as 1781 
when the 
Battle Off the 
Capes was 
fought dur- 
ing the Revo- 
lutionary 
War. 

If you re- 
member 
from an ear- 
lier story in 
this column, 
in this Battle 
Off the 
Capes, the French Adm. Francois Jo- 
seph Paul Compte de Grasse kept a 
British fleet commanded by Adm. 
Thomas Graves from coming to the 
aid of Gen. Comwallis at Yorktown, 
thereby causing his surrender to 
George Washington. 

A statue and viewing platform were 
built on Fort Story so visitors could 
look out over the Chesapeake Bay 
where this battle was fought. 

At a presidential luncheon at 
O'Keefe's Casino at Cape Henry in 
1909, President Tafi, after having 
enjoyed roasted oysters as well as 
oysters on thehalfshcllandafterprais- 
ing these oysters, told the assembled 
crowd, "We ought to put a gigantic 
fortress right here between these 
capes." 

In 1914, the General Assembly 
ceded 343 acres for fortifications and 
other military purposes at Cape 
Henry. In 1916, the fort was named 
for Maj. Gen. John Paiton Story, a 
distinguished Army officer who had 
commanded Fort Monroe and who 
pioneered artillery developments. 

In 1917,FortStory wasestablished 
as a coast artillery post with 16-inch 
howitzers and b«:ame known as the 
"American Gibraltar," the most stra- 
tegic heavy artillery fortification on 
the Atlantic coast. These guns were 
dismantled, cut up and sol for scrap in 
1949. 

Over the years, the fort continued 
to expand, acquiring additional land 
through condem nation and purchase . 
During World War II the post had a 
hospital which treated 13,472 
wounded servicemen. 

In 1948, the Army Transportation 
Corps took over Fort Story and based 
its amphibious branch there. Their 
transportation school remained head- 
quartered at Fort Eustis. 

In the early 1950s, the U.S. Army 
establisKed a surface to air missile 
system at Fort Story. Batter D, 4ih 
Battalion, 59th Air Defense Artillery 
manned the NIKE missile battery as 
an clement of the Hampton Roads 
Defense. These missiles replaced the 
large 16-inch guns at Cape Henry 



and remained until February 1974. 
Fort Story was designated as a per- 
manent Army installation in 1961. 

Fort Story, the 1,451 -acre Army 
training base sitting on the prime 
waterfront land of Cape Henry, is the 
only training site for lighter amphibi- 
ous resupplycargo(LARC) vehicles, 
unique craft that can unvcl over land 
and water. 

The beaches, sand dunes, surf and 
varying tidal conditions, along with 
the swamps and wooded hills make 
this base ideal for amphibious ve- 
hicle training and personnel from all 
branches of the amied services are 
provided operational and mainte- 
nance training with these vehicles. 

The DUKW (1942 utilitarian ve- 
hicles with front wheddrive and two 
rear axles) and BARC (barge am- 
phibious rcsupply cargo) were devel- 
oped and personnel from all the armed 
services were U'ained there during 
World War 11. In Fielding Lewis 
Tyler's words, "The famed DUKW 
amphibious vehicles providcda valu- 
able service to the citizens of Vir- 
ginia Beach in 1962. When the Ash 
Wednesday Storm flooded Atlantic 
Avenue leading south from the post 
in the lOlh Transportation Battalion 
furnished amphibious vehicles and 
drivers who evacuated and assisted 
citizens u-apped by the rising water." 

The BARC, a 60-ton amphibious 
vehicle, was renamed LARC LX 
which means Lighter, Amphibious, 
Resupply Cargo and the DUKW was 
phased out in favor of the LARC V a 
5-ton cargocapacity vehicle first pro- 
duced in 1962. It served with distinc- 
tion in Vietnam. 

LARCs which come in three sized, 
transport cargo from ships anchored 
as far as three m iles offshore to points 
up to six miles inland. They're de- 
signed for areas with limited or non- 
existent port facilities. 

The base is also used extensively 
for Joint Logistics-Over-lhe-Shore 
(JLOTS) exercises. In these maneu- 
vers, military people try to find new 
and better ways for moving cargo 
ashore over undeveloped beaches or 
over beaches held by an enemy. 

When the 458th Transportation 
Company departed for service in 
Vietnam as a river patrol boat com- 
pany, the 79th Transportation Bat- 
talion was activated to operate the 
post an^l the transportation compa- 
nies that had die LARC V, LARC 
XV and LARC LX amphibious ve- 
hicles. The LACV-30 air cushioned 
amphibian replaced the L ARC- V and 
LARC-XVinl981. 

This lighter amphibian was de- 
signed to ride a cushion of air through 
the water and over land with up to 30 
tons of cargo at more than 50 miles 
per hour. The Army has deactivated 
the twoLACV 30companiesand the 
air cushion vehicles have been re- 
tired. 

The 1 1th Transportation Battalion 
from Fort Eustis replaced the 79th 
Transportation Battalion in 1979 
when the 79th Battalion was deacti- 
vated. 



CASA volunteers sought as 
friends to abused children 



Virginia Beach Court 
Appointed Special Advocates 
Inc. (CASA) is seeking 
volunteers interested in 
supporting the work of its 
organization: to ensure that 
abused and neglected children 
have uained CASA volunteers to 
speak for them in court. 

CASA — a play on the Spanish 
word for house — trains 
volunteers and then immerses 
them in the lives of children 
facing abuse and neglect at 
home, or wherever home might 
be. In one case, three children 
were able to escape an abusive 
alcoholic father and a life on the 
road, living in a car and hotel 
rooms. Through the support of 
their CASA volunteer, the 
children were placed in a 
permanent foster home together. 

"It's great," the boy said. "I 
have a full family, not a 
Chevette family." 

Prior to the court hearing, 
CASA volunteers are trained to 
be the "voice of the child," 
investigating home situations, 
scouring court records, 
interviewing the child, his 
parents, family members, 
neighbors and social workers to 
determine what is best for him. 
As appointees of the court, they 
make recommendations to the 
judge and, once a decision is 
reached, follow up to make sure 
that the judge's ruling is 
enforced. 

"This is an opportunity for 
people concerned about child 
abuse to offer a real measure of 
support for Virginia Beach 
CASA; our volunteers truly make 
the difference between a heaven 
and hell fw hundreds of abused 



children each year," said director 
Edith Duggan. 

Court appointed Special 
Advocates Inc. is a private, non- 
profit organization dedicated to 
advocating for a safe and 
permanent home for each abused 
or neglected child who comes 
through the Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations District 
Court. Prospective volunteers are 
screened and, if approved and 
appointed as CASA workers, they 
are trained and supervised in 
working with abused children by 
CASA professionals. 

"Our volunteers are a special 
kind of person who not only want 
to do something meaningful to 
combat child abuse, but who also 
have the time and energy to 
devote to this difficult task. 
However, the rewards — literally 
saving the lives of abused 
children — are tremendous," 
Duggan said. 

If you are interested in 
supporting the fight against child 
abuse, but are unable to become 
a volunteer, Duggan recommends 
making a monetary donation, no 
matter how small. Funding is 
derived solely from private or 
public grants, many of which 
have been reduced in recent 
years due to budget cutbacks. 

Virginia Beach CASA is one of 
610 such programs throughout the 
United States. In fiscal year 
1995, 39 Virginia Beach CASA 
volunteer advocates handled 67 
abuse and/or abuse neglect cases 
involving 147 child victims. 
Duggan points out that "this is 
only a fraction of die cases that 
desperately need the help of 
CASA, but we are limited by the 
number of cases we can take due 
to the n^d for volunteers."

Breaking the cycle of dependency on 
government assistance is no easy thing for a 
woman looking to better her circumstances. 
A good job is the logical first step, but what 
if her income prevents the purchase of 
"career clothes" for job interviews? 

In Virginia Beach and Norfolk, women 
can turn to the Junior League for a helping 
hand. 

Since 1992, the volunteer organization 
has provided professional wear to women 
suiiggling to get off welfare and on uack to 
self-sufficiency. Referrals come through a 
Department of Social Services job training 
program that has sent more than 300 clients 
to the Career Clothes Closet since its 
inception. 

But the project might not be as successful 
as it is today if it weren't for Little Neck 
area resident Cindy Black. 

A mother of two. Black chaired the 
Career Clothes Clo.set until recently when 
she became community vice president of 
the Junior League of Norfolk-Virginia 
Beach. She was recently recognized with 
the Outstanding Individual Award from the 
Governor's Community Service and 
Volunteer Awards Program. 

She was one of only three persons across 
the state to receive the honor. 

A former. banker. Black understands the 

importance of "putting your best foot 

forward" in job interviews. That's not so 

easy for someone with little resources to 

- establish a work wardrobe. 

"These arc women who are on public 
assistance, but trying to get off, so they've 
gone through a job training program and 
reenter the job market. They don't have 
suitable clothing for job interviews, so we 
provide them with nice outfits — skirts, 
blazers, dresses, shoes, outer coats, 
briefcases, scarves, pocketbooks and some 
jewelry. 

"It's things that make them feel more 
professional and comfortable when they go 
out. They always leave with a bagful of 
clothes. We encourage them that, once 
they've obtained a job, they can come back 
for a couple more outfits," she said. 

Donations come from Urban League 
members' neighbors, friends, family, and 
even members of Black's congregation at 
Thalia Trinity Presbyterian Church. 

Black was one of those who initially 
recognized the need for such a program, 
now located at 227 W. Freemason St. in 
Norfolk. Putting her own sweat into the 
effort, she painted the room, put up clothing 
racks, collected apparel, sorted and ironed. 

With 73 clients between August and 
October of this year. Black said the need is 
great for such a service. 

"There's really not a great abundance of 
nice, career clothing," she explained, 
noting many of those served are 
overwhelmed by the generosity. "The 
woman are so appreciative. We've had 
them hug us, kiss us, cry. They all leave 
with smiles on their faces." 

But Black wasn't expecting any 
accolades for her work, which explains her 
shock upon learning of the governor's award. 
She describes herself simply as "one of 
those people who doesn't know how to say 
'no.'" 

"I guess because I don't work full-time 
and don't have that commitment every day 
from 9 to 5, I feel like 1 can give more erf 
my time,' she said. 

Black is also very active in her church, 
where she serves as moderator for the 
women, teaches Sunday school and is 
active in the choir. A member since she was 
13, Black is also an elder. 

A graduate of Princess Anne High School, 
she worked on its recovery fund following 
last year's devastating fire. Black is also a 
backstage mom for the Virginia Children's 
Chorus and .serves on the Care and Support 
committee of the Presbytery of Eastern 
Virginia.

The perennial holiday favorite, 
"A Christmas Carol" will be 
brought to life by Virginia Stage - 
Company for Uie first lime in 13 
years in an imaginative, highly 
theatrical new adaptation of Charles 
Dickens' most beloved story. "A 
Christmas Carol " runs Dec. 1 ■ 22 
at the Wells Theatre. 

The story of Ebenezer Scrooge's 
ghostly encounters on one vwy 
special Christmas Eve has been 
captivating readers and audiences 
since it was written in 1843.

Planetarium host to seasonal show

public Dec. 10, 17;

Have you ever thought about 
visiting a planetarium? 

If so, there's one right here at 
the Beach located at Plaza 
Middle School. And although 
the planetarium primarily 
provides astronomical 
education to Virginia Beach 
students, it is also open to the 
public. 

The acaden^ic programs 
provided by t^e planetarium 
coincide with the standards of 
learning for each grade level 
which visits the site. 
Thunderstorms are a popular 
topic for kindergarten students. 
It is typical for all students to 
be shown the sky as they would 
sec it that particular night. 

"No matter what grade, we'd 
point out the dippers, the 
phases of the moon — the 
more popular constellations 
that they could recognize," 
said Pat Ellis, planetarium 
secretary. 

The Beach's planetarium was 
built in 1969 with funds from 
the National Defense 
Education Act. 

"At the time, the Russians 
were further ahead in space 
than we were so this money 
was set aside to promote 
scientific interest and my 
planetariums were built witli 
this money," explained Ellis. 

Planetarium cowdinator Hoi) 
Teuscher has been working at 
the facility since day one. 

"At that lime it was a state- 
of-the-art installation. We have 



had some pieces of new 
equipment, but we're currently 
trying to get approval on a 
refurbishment that would redo 
the entire instrument and 
counsel and sound system to 
bring it up to modern state-of- 
the-art." 

With the world-wide growth 
of planetariums, ongoing 
scientific discoveries, new 
approaches to the way we 
think, and the upscale of 
planetariums now being 
regarded as a vital educational 
resource — like libraries and 
museums, Teuscher has a 
global vision for planetarium 
education. He sees students 
being able to use knowledge 
gained from planetarium 



Receiving letters and 
drawings from students about 
their planetarium experiences 
is one of the thrills that 
Teuscher gets from his work — 
work which he is extremely 
passionate about. 

"We get some gorgeous 
sketches and the remarks 
indicate how much the students 
remember," he said with 
obvious enthusiasm. "We get 
good feedback which shows the 
students have been paying 
attention, they point out that 
Venus is so liot or that Mars 
has dry river beds on it or that 
there are many more planets 
beside Saturn that has rings..." 

In order for Teuscher to 
service valuable public 
programs for the public, he

classes in all parts of the worid. 

After listing numerous 
reasons why the public should 
take advantage of 
planetariums, Teuscher said, 
"If for no other reason, it is 
important for people to be 
equipped so tliat they can 
evaluate a vote on how they 
want their money spent in 
space... If feel that well- 
equipped students need to 
know something about this and 
a city this size really needs to 
address this and make it a part 
of its edix:ational package." 

How are program ideas 
established? 

"We try to make our first 
efforts to education, and the 
programs we develop or 
purcha^, we ffy to have satisfy 
the state learning objectives to 
meet those standards," 
Teuscher explained.

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Food for thought: Wesieyan students fast for world hunger 



College raised 
money, awareness 
to help others

While most of Hampton Roads 
was preparing to feast last week, 
about 40 students, faculty and staff 
at Virginia Wesieyan College were 
focusing on fasting as a means of 
raising awareness about wwid 
hunger. 

"It was gratifying to see so many 
people interested in this sort of 
thing," said the Rev. Scott Davis, 
campus chaplain and a fasting 
participant. "I'm impressed to 
know that there were students who 
fasted as long as 36 — maybe 42 
hours — in the midst of a culture 
that's always encouraging us to 
eat." 

Davis, who fasted for 36 hours, 
said that it was during those three 
days that he noticed the high 
volume of food-related commercials 
and "how we're really bombarded 
with that consumption message." 

Individuals had the flexibility of 
choosing the number of hours they 
wanted to fast, as well as deciding 
if they wanted to abstain from all 
foods or just a few. "1 knew that I 
probably couldn't hold out for 36 
hours, so 1 did 24," said John 
Haynes, VWC student and 
coordinator of the project. 

When asked what he found most 
difficult about the fast, without 
hesitation, Haynes quickly said, 
"Waking up in the morning and 
wanting breakfast and knowing that 
1 couldn't have any." 

He admitted that dinnertime was 
difficult, too. However, Haynes 
made himself, and his stomach, 
feel better about his situation when 
he thought about the people in the 
world who have to live like that — 
everyday. 

The hardest part for Davis was 
having to work during the day 



while feeling light-headed as a 
result of an empty stomach. 

The fast for the VWC group 
ended with a hunger banquet last 
Tuesday evening where each 
participant was given a ticket 
which indicated exactly what they 
would eat at the banquet. The 
banquet menu consisted of three 
different meals — meals likened to 
that of First, Second and Third 
World counffies. 

"We really were able to have a 
dramatization of the inequitable 
distfibution of the world's food 
resources," explained Davis. "TTiere 
were a number of lighihearted 
moments since the group was 
divided — three in the First World, 
three in ihe Second World and the 
rest in the Third World. It was a 
pretty profound experience," he 
added 

Davis was fortunate to have 
received a ticket which not only 
provided him with a chicken-breast 
dish with vegetables, rolls, dessert 
and coffee, but being seated at a 
table decorated with fine linen and 
set with utensils, was also part of 
the "First Worlders" experience. 
That group was also given a great 
deal of attention from the waiting 
staff. 

Unlike Davis, Haynes received a 
ticket that would only get him a 
bowl of rice and a seat on the floor. 
His meal and conditions reflecteti 
that of Third World counu^ies. 

However, many of the rice eaters 
admitted to rice never having lasted 
so good. 

Falling in the middle of Davis 
and Haynes' groups was the Second 
World group which did get a seat at 
a table, but one without a table 
cloth and set with simple utensils. 
This group received a bowl of 
soup, a slice of ham and bread with 
no butter. 

As Davis talked about the meals 
and conditions of the three groups, 
he noted, "That's about how it is in 
terms of the global picture." 

Haynes added, '"There were no 
real rules for the banquet; people 



could share if they wanted to and 
that's what they did." 

Pledges raised by the fasting 
participants will be donated to 
OxFam America, an international 
hunger organization based in 
Boston, Massachusetts. 

"Some people pledged rather 
generously," said Haynes. On that 
note, he mentioned a freshman 
student who gave $24 — $2 pa- 
hour, and a fast participant who 
raised $140 in pledges. "Our goal 
was $500, but I think we're going 
to raise between $600 and $700," 
he said. 

The chaplain's office at VWC has 
been involved with OxFam for the 
last five years, although this is the 
first time that VWC has held a 
hunger banquet to aid OxFam. In 
the past, in an attempt to help with 
the hunger crisis, students at VWC 
have donated meals on their meal 
card. By doing this, the dining hall 
was able to donate to OxFam the 
money that would have been spent 
on the meals. 

For the hunger banquet, "the 
dining hall donated the whole 
meal," said Haynes with a 
mouthful of gratitude. "They did 
not charge us anything." 

OxFam started 25 years ago at 
Oxford College in England by a 
group of students who were 
interested in the issue of hunger. 
Today, this organization observes 
an annual fast day and also hosts 
hunger banquets where celebrity 
participation is a focus. 

With a desire to upscale future 
hunger banquets at VWC, Haynes 
said, "We're really going to be 
working at making the event big." 
As a start, a follow up event is 
being planned for the spring. 

Earlier this year a group of VWC 
students formed a committee to 
addressother ways of dealing with 
the issue of hunger. "We decided 
that the banquet would be a good 
thing to do because it shows 
disparity among the people of the 
world and what they eat; it's also a 
good fund-raising event," Haynes

explained. 

"Linda Berry, who happens to be 
in charge of multicultural affairs, 
was one of our key people on our 
committee," noted Haynes. "She 
was real interested in us and she 
was the one who got a lot of the 
faculty and staff support." While 
Berry was reaching out to faculty 
and staff, Haynes was happy to be 
part of a student group reaching out 
to other students in an attempt to 
making them more "socially 
aware." 

And Davis, who has participated 
in a hunger banquet on two 
occasions, was deeply touched by 
his most recent banquet experience. 
"This particular one had more of an 
effect on me than the other two, " 
he said. "Perhaps it was the 
timing. Also, I was a complete 



participant this time; I didn't have 
to do any of the organizing. " 

Raising hunger awareness 
through fasting and a hunger 
banquet didn't stop at the end of the 
meal at the banquet. After the 
banquet the participants pxxessed 
their reactions and experiences. "It 
was important for us to realize that 
we weren't trying to make 
ourselves feel guilty since we're 
first world people, but that we 
wanted to walk away from this 
experience with some sort of 
commitment," said Davis. 

Therefore, both Davis, Haynes 
and others have made a personal 
commitment to addressing this 
world problem. 

"We've kind of signed a pledge to 
ourselves," said Haynes. For 
starters they plan to be more 



conscious of not wasting food. 
Davis said that he also plans to 
devote time to making his young 
children conscious about this issue. 
Whether it be taking them to a 
food bank or making them 
conscious about the way we live, 
they will be enlightened about food 
disproportion. 

"We had a good, lively 
discussion period after the 
banquet," said Hayrtes. Banquet 
Sf)eaker, Jennifer Mills, made many 
interesting points and one of them 
was that there is enough food for 
everyone in this world, however, 
the problem lies with its 
distribution. 

"The purpose of the banquet 
wasn't to raise money; it wasn't to 
just give up food," said Haynes, "It 
was to educate." 



It's 'happy trails to you' for Creeds Elenfientary PTA

The riders follow the flags and 
hand-drawn maps as they guide 
their horses over the ditches and 
through the woods to Munden's 
Point Park. For this one day, 
they're free to ride across privately- 
owned forest and fields, but 
everybody's well aware of the rules. 

Have a good time, but follow the 
trail and stay off of the wheal. 

The riders are out to have fun and 
raise funds for the Creeds 
Elementary School PTA. Everyone 
has a vested interest in keeping the 
farmers happy, since the whole 
thing couldn't happen without their 
help. 



"This couldn't happen without 
the farmers and landowners, and 
we've picked out trails that the 
farmers agreed to," said Paula 
Grimstead,one of the organizers of 
the annual Creeds PTA Fall Trail 
Ride held last Sunday. 

Riders, for a $20 fee, can ride an 
18-mile trail from Munden's Point 
park, across surrounding farm land 
and back to the park at this annual 
fund-raising event. The fanners, 
Grimsteadsaid, agree let the riders 
cross their land "because they think 
of it as their contribution to the 
PTA. Many of them have kids or 
grandchildren at this school." 

Grimstead, a Creeds native and a 
horse lover, spearheaded the first 
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PTA trail ride four years ago, 
because she "wanted to bridge the 
gap between the farmers and the 
equine industry." She added that she 
was bumed-out on traditional hind- 
raising drives. 

"1 have five children, and they 
were always bringing homepapers 
from school selling wrapping paper 
or this and that," she said. "I said 
"we can do better than this' so I 
went to the PTA and said T know a 
way you can raise money. All 
you'll have to do is provide a place, 
and people will come.'" 

Grimstead's prediction turned out 
to be true. The event attracts more 
than 100 English and Western 
riders, some of whome come from 
as far away as Zuni, Williamsburg 
or the Eastern Shore. One reason 
it's so popular, the organizers said, 
is that there aren't a lot of 
opportunities for trail riding anxmd 
Hampton Roads.

Grimstead added. 

Creeds is the only school in 
Virginia Beach to host a U^aikide, 
but Grimsteadsaid these events are 
fairly common in the more rural 
areas of Tidewater. Initially, some 
landowners feared the damage that 
over 100 horses could do to winter 
crops or soft,muddy fields, so the 
event's organizers are careful to 
steer riders away from the plowed 
areas. 

"We had to cut the trails in some 
places," Miller said. Grimstead and 
Jane Rinaca, who also helps 
organize the ride "have been out 
working on trails since August" 
she added. "This year, they built a 
bridge and they had some hurricane 
damage Uiey had to clear away." 

Last week's wind and sun gave 
the ground a chance to dry out 
before Sunday's event, the women 
said. They added that they didn't 
even mind braving the chilly winds 
Saturday to mark the trail. 

"Hey, this is great, at least it's 
not raining," Grimstead said. The 
organizers remember one year when 
it rained all night before the ride, 
then started raining again in mid- 
afternoon. 

"The riders all came back soaked 
but happy," Grimstead said. "We 
didn't hesff any complaints." 

This year, the school staff and a 
community business have pitched 
in 10 prepare a treat for the trail- 
weary riders. Creeds Market served 
lunch to riders who jwe-regisiered, 
and Gay Kampfmueller and Robin 
Davenport, the school's principal 
and viceprincipal, handed out 
homemade desserts and beverages 
to all of the riders. 

The ride's been so successfiil. 
Miller said, that the community 
now offers a similar event each 
spring to raise money for the 
Cre«ls PTA. The organizers, who 
also ride in the event, are all hOTsc 
enthusiasts and PTA moms who 
continue to support the event 
although their own children no 
longer attend Cre«ds. 

"We're all pretty busy, and we 
thought this was one way wecouM 
give something back to the 
community,". Miller said. "We're 
proud of it, we're the only school 
in Virginia Beach that has a trail 
ride."

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Volunteers give $14.8 million 'check' to city

City council received an 
oversized check for $14.8 million 
at its woric session this week, and 
iilthough the check can't be 
cashcdat any bank, the city has 
iK-en cashing in all year. 

Mary Russo, whose name is 
synonymous with volunteerism in 
Virginia Beach and is chairman 
of the Virginia Beach Volunteer 
Council, presented the check — 
which represents the value of 1.4 
million hours donated by 8,594 
volunteers during fiscal year 
95/96. The contribution of 
volunteers, she said, is 
equivalent to 678 full-time 
|iosilions. 

Volunteer hours increased 9 
percent and the dollar value 



increased 13 percent over the 
previous year. 

Diane Roche, the city 
manager's representative on the 
volunteer council, said that not 
all of the volunteers come ftom 
the ranks of the retired, but they 
include a wide range of ages and 
interests. She added that the 
figures given in the council report 
are actually conservator because 
not everyone wants recognitions. 

Statistics available on 
volunteerism going back to 1985 
show that the city had 2,095 
volunteers that year contributing 
425,365 hours. 

While volunteers can be found 
in all departments of the city, the 
most outstanding, the million 
dollar winners, said Russo, are 
emergency medical services, 



where volunteers donated 
553,190 hours equivalent to 
56.864,165. and the Virginia 
Beach Sheriff's Office, which 
had 388,565 hours equivalent to 
$3,151,639. 

The $100,000 and over- 
achievers are Agriculture, 
Community Services Board, Fire, 
General Services, Juvenile Court 
Services, Public Libraries,

The ready-made kit contains a 
small booklet for a current instant 
photo; emergency information, 
address, telephone and vital 
statistics of the child; an 800 
information and resource telephone 
number; and, general safety tips 
and information for parents to 
follow. 

"It's not a thing people like to 
think about — their child coming 
up missing," said Taylor. "But it 
does happen." 

By making the service available 
at the train show, the safety 
council members hope to reach 
more families. 

"They're already out," said 
Taylor. "They don't have to make a 
special trip." 

After they get home, Taylor said, 
parents should put the passport in a 
special place, perhaps where 
insurance nscords or other 
important documents are kept. 
. If something should happen to 
the child, the first thing a parent 
should do, said Taylor, is notify 
the police. The passport can then 
be given to the police department 
to help find him or her. 

Keeping an up-to-date photo is 
an important key to funding 
missing children. 

"Ideally, we would like to 
schedule an event every six 
months," Taylor noted. "They 
recommend children 6 and under 
should have their photos updated 
every six months and children over 
6, once a year." 

In addition, the safety council 
will give away free ice scrapers, 
baby bathwater thermometers and 
information on "just about any 
subject you can think of." 

Project KidCare will be available 
for three days at the fire station: 
Sunday, Dec. 8, and Friday and 
Saturday, Dec. 13 and 14.

Spring 1998. 

The one-time nourishment 
project is estims^ted to cost $8.1 
million and will place 1.5 million 
cubic yards on the beach which in 
most places doesn't have any sand. 



Funding will come from the$2,8 
million the city paid to the state 
for the the Camp Pendleton site 
which the General Assenibly 
authorized spending on the beach 
nourishment program, SKXj.OOO 
from the Sandbridge Beach 
Nourishment Project; $457,936 
from revenues previously collected 
in the Sandbridge Special Service 
District (less $50,000 reserve); 
5615,023 from the fiscal year 
1996-97 budgeted revenues from 
the Sandbridge Special Service 
District, and the balance of 
4,127,041 from the general fimd 
balance.

Worsley, in his third year as a 
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Mayor calls for regional water cooperation

Mayor Meyera Obcrndbrf has 
called for support from the 
Commonwealth and local 
governments in the Hampton 
Roads region to join in developing 
an adequate and affordable supply of 
domestic water which is accessible 
to all citizens in the region. 

At a work session Tuesday .she 
said she wanted to make sure "no 
other city has to go through the 
pain and agony we'veJiad to cnduix; 
for 14 years. 

The resolution presented by 
Oberndorf was approved 
unanimously by council at us 
formal session later. 

Oberndorf said that ii was iime 
the city made official its decision. 
She said that Councilwoman 
Barbara Henley once said that two 
things have to be considered in 
making a decision — what is nice 
and what is necessary. "Water is 
not a nicety (but) a necessity." 

"If the region is to be m\ 
economic giant, it needs to have a 
regular source (of water) once and 
for all," she said. 

She said that all of the Hampton 
Roads cities, or just some, can 
work on securing a regional water 
supply. 

Prior lo the vote on iIk 
resolution, Oberndorf said that the 
reason she proposed the resolution 
is that each time a critical decLsim 
is made by council, the questioi 



arLses over whether the decisions 
has been considered in light of the 
city's water situation. 

Relating to a published history 
of the city, she said that in 1961 
Norfolk voted to cut off water to 
areas of Princess Anne County if 
they voted for the merger of the 
county with the City of Virginia 
Beach (which came about in 1%3). 

She said the city needs to take a 
leadership role. 

Councilman Harold Hcischobcr 
said that 1961 he was in an 
unforiunaic position of living in 
Princess Anne County and working 
for Mayor W. Fred Duckworth of 
Norfolk and was caught in the 
middle of a maelstrom. He said it 
was a bad lime in the relations of 
Norfolk and old Princess Anne 
County. 

"1 don'i know the extent to 
w hich II has improved," he said. 

The resolution states that the 
most important objective of the 
city is the development of an 
adequate and affordable supply of 
domestic w aicr which selves and is 
equally acccs.sibic to all citizens in 
the region. Virginia, all local 
governments in the Hampton 
Roads region and all Hampton 
Roads regional organizations to 
join Virginia Beach in formally 
establishing this objective as the 
primary goal for the Hampton 
Roads region; to to accomplish 
this goal with the same enthusiasm 
and zeal afforded other regional 



initiatives <Hid to take no actions 
contrary to or inconsistent with the 
accomplishment of this objective. 

The resolution also stales that 
the city willmcasure all regional 
projects in relation to the 
advancement of its primary goal 
and duty of developing an adequate 
and affordable supply of (tomestic 
water which serves all citizens of 
the region . 



The resolution njfers to the city's 
14-year effon to get water from 
Lake Gaston, which has been 
embroiled in litigation. 

The resolution omits my 
reference to esablishing a regional 
water authority because.Obondorf 
said, she would not talk about m 
authority until Lake Gaston waier 
conies on line.

Holiday cancels war 

Editor's note: The following is based on an 
eye-witness account of an incident that 
occurred the day before Christmas at the 
Western Front during World War I: 

As if by some miracle, the shelling stopped 
and the mortar and rifle fire ceased. 

Only silence... 

But the stillness was broken by men of the 
North Staffordshire Regiment, who exchanged 
"words of good cheer" with the enemy. Men 
from Britain and Germany talked to one 
another across No Man's Land! 

A British officer suggested a Volkslied (folk 
song). 
, The Germans sang... 

Everyone agreed to a truce until midnight of 
Christmas day. 

Both sides cut through the barbed wire and 
walked in each other's trenches, exchanging 
food and talking and photographing one 
another. 

Some Germans sang "Home Sweet Home" 
followed by a hymn. 

In another part of the trenches, some 
German soldiers left their positions to offer 
Christmas greetings to a group of Scots. An 
officer tried to stop them, but the Germans 
said. "But this is Christmas...' 

And at midnight, both Germans and Britons 
fired warning shots as if to say, "Return to the 
trenches behind your own lines." 

Gradually, the business of trying to kill the 
enemy returned to normal. But the soldiers 
on both sides knew that Christmas is not a 
normal time. It can cancel out war — if only 
for a day. 

The one time 

"I have always thought of Christmas, when it 
has come "round, as a good time; forgiving, 
charitable time; the only time 1 know of. in 
the long calender of the year: when men and 
women seem by one consent to open their 
shut-up hearts freely; and to think of people 
below them as if they really were fellow 
passengers to the grave, and not another race 
of creatures-bound on other journeys. And so 
as Tiny Tim said: "A Merry Christmas to us all. 
my dears. God bless us, everyone. " — Charles 
Dickens. 
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'I had to swear the gifts weren't an attempt to influence foreign policy." 



All hinges on the CPI

The largest political issue of recent 
years is now on the table: whether to 
reduce the Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) that sets the automatic cost-of- 
living adj ustment (COLA) that drives 
a sizable portion of federal spendi ng? 
Social secu- 
rity, food 
stamps, SSI, 
federal pen- 
sions and vet- 
erans' ben- 
efits would 
be affected. 

The CPI, 
computed by 
the Bureau of 
Labor Statis- 
tics on a 
1982-84 
base, also 
plays a large 
role outside 
the federal 
sphere. It 
even affects the taxes we pay by 
lowering brackets to account for 
inflation. Thus, a smaller CPI means 
slightly higher taxes. 

The federal panel studying Social 
Security said either reform the CPI to 
reflect the current economy of dis- 
count stores, better quality, etc. or 
reduce COLA.s by the amount we 
think it oversiates inflation, which 
was pegged at 1 . 1 percent. Thus, the 
reported increase of 2.9 percent this 
year would be "adjusted" to 1 .8 per- 
cent. Under th is scenario, the average 
Social Security benefit for a married 
couple would go from S 1 ,220 a month 
now to S 1 ,242 in January , not S 1 ,256. 
If now in effect, it would save the 
government SIO billion in 1997. But 
that quickly becomes serious money . 
It would save that same SIO billion 
next year — and forever — because 
it never got in the benefit base. More- 



over, It would save all future COLAs 
on thatSlObillion.etc. Overtime, the 
reduced outlays are tremendous. 

Sen. Charles Robb has more cred- 
ibility on this issue than most. For 
years, he has spoken of the need to 
restrain the COLA. "It is clearly sound 
public polfcy," he said the other day, 
"not to continue an unintended 
windfall." But he also staled the po- 
litical problem: "It's something we 
can'tdo unless everybody goes over 
the chff together." 

Though it was little noticed, both 
houses considered budget plans that 
trimmed COLAs. Robb supported a 
Senate version and four Virginia 
Democrats (L.F. Payne, Norman 
Sisisky, Robert Scott and James 
Moran) voted for the House version. 
While Payne did not seek reelection, 
the others won resoundingly. Moran 
also hailed the commission's recom- 
mendation for a permanent fix. Vir- 
ginia Republicaf^s, led by Sen. John 
Warner, adopted a policy of "watch- 
ful waiting." 

In a magazine interview before the 
election that Bob Dole never used to 
blunt attacks on him for "cutting" 
Medicare, President Clinton said he 
would consider reducing the COLA 
and raising the retirement age. Under 
legislation passed in 1984 to "save" 
Social Security, the age lor retire- 
ment with full benefits will be raised 
from 65 to 67 over 21 years, starling 
in 2(KK). There will also be a larger 
reduction for earlier retirement. 

When Germany enacted the first 
social security system more than a 
century ago, it chose 65 as the rctirc- 
mcni age. The U.S. Social Security 
Act of 1935 followed suit, even al- 
lowing for early retirement at 62, 
which was retained in 1984. Civil- 
service retirement was seieven lower 
at 55 and lull miliiiu'y retirement as 



low as 48. Modern conditions of lon- 
gevity and health make these old 
benchmarks a costly anachronism. 

While a higher retirement age 
should have been phased in more 
quickly than projected in 1984, 1 doubt 
the wisdom of taking it beyond the 
age 67 now planned for 202 1 . For one 
thing, a basic issue of fairness is 
involved. 

Those who went on Social Secu- 
rity from 1940 to 1990 have received 
— or will receive — fsir more than 
they paid for, even compounding to- 
tal conu-ibulions at 6 percent and 
charging nothing for the disability 
insurance, etc. provided. Presently, 
tho.se going on Social Security will 
have paid in lull for what they get. 
But younger worker will pay many 
limes over for their benefits. 

A young couple with a salaried 
income of $60,000 pays, with their 
employer,S9,18()ayearin Medicare/ 
Social Security taxes. For this kind cf 
money, they could get a far more 
generous plan from almost any insur- 
ance company and their return of 
capital would not be taxed, which 
can't be said now of Social Security. 
A firstSi *-p toward a more fairsystem 
would be to make those contributions 
lax-deductible. But that would re- 
duce federal revenues by roughly $60 
billion a year. 

This raises themuch-debated issue 
of privatizing a portion of Social Se- 
curity, letting workers invest part of 
what they pay and personally own it. 
No specific plan has been proposed 
by the commission and members are 
reported to be deeply divided, both as 
to the wisdom of doing this at all and 
what form it would take. 

If 125 million workers have pri- 
vate investment accounts, you revo-

Safest city has 
reason to be proud 



It's back slapping time for Chesa- 
peake, which has just been named in 
the 1995 Uniform Crime Report as 
the third saf- 
est city na- 
tionwide and 
first state- 
wide when 
compared 
with a popu- 
lation of 
180,000 to 
200.000. 

The report 
is based on 
the 1995 
"Crime in the" 
United 
States," a 
publication 
distributed 
by the Fed- 
eral Bureau 
of Investiga- 
tion. In addition to outstanding past 
and present leadership in the police 
deparunent, some kudos should go to 
Chesapeake City Council, which has 
always supported its police depart- 
ment, sheriff soffice, courts and com- 
monwealdi attorney's office and other 
departments dial have contributed 
significantly in helping Chesapeake 
enjoy its reputation as a "safe city." 
In the nation wide ranking with a 
population of 180,000 to 200.000, 
the three cities were: Huntington 
Beach, Calif., 190,171; Yonkcrs, 
N.Y., 187.156; and. Chesapeake, 
182,395. 

There are 3.942 more citizens in 
Chesapeake than is listed in the Uni- 
form Crime Report. In the 1995 
"Crime in the United States" publica- 
tion, the Uniform Crime Reports of 
all 50 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia were analyzed and compared 
to yield information relevant to crime 
trends and crime conditions within 
America. 

The amazing thing about 
Chesapeake's rating as third safest 
city nationwide and first statewide is 
the amount of land area that must be 
covered and protected. Chesapeake 
is not one large city, it's a unique 
blend of rural and urban centers. 

Other contributing factors to 
Chesapeake' s reputalion as safest city 
is the police department's Neighbor- 
hood Watch Program, which iscoor- 
dinated through the department's 
Crime Prevention Bvreau. CrimeLine 
is another tool used by the police 
dcparimeni to apprehend wanted 
criminals. Court Services. Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court pro- 
vide short-term, intensive family and 
marriage counseling, as wellas coun- 
seling for runaways, truants and vic- 
tims of spousal abuse. 

The judges in alt of die courts in 
Chesapeake have earned a reputation 
for fairness, but at the same time they 
tolerate no foolishness. The crimi- 
nals know that Chesapeake is not the 
best place to commit a crime. Sadly, 
crime in many cities across the nation 
is completely out of contfol. 

Chesapeake citizens can sleep a 
little better tonight because they have 
a police deparunent that is dedicated 
and well-trained to do the jd> that 
ihcy have sworn to do. 

Congratulations to Interim Chief 
Richard Justice and all who made the 
cJiy oT Chesapeake a safe place in 
which to live. Thanks also to Chief 
ian Shipley Jr., who died OcL 6.

Is it possible for an immigrant who grew 
up in a German- and Russian-speaking 
home, to master the English language well 
enough to eventually become an award- 
winning reading teacher? 

The answer is "yes," and the living proof 
is right here in Virginia Beach. 

Sylvia Babock, reading resource teacher 
at B.F. Williams Elementary School, has 
been named the city's Reading Teacher of 
the Year by the Virginia Beach Reading 
Council. Her nomination has been forward 
to the stale competition, and results arc 
expected in February. 

With a Russian mother and German 
father, Babcock settled in the United States 
in 1955. 

"I came here with a group of post- World 
War II families in the days when you had to 
have sponsorship to the United States — 
making sure you had a job of some sort. I 
guess I'm one of those Ellis Island types," 
she said. 

Setting up house in Iowa, Babcock's 
father had marginal English skills. Her 
mother learned the language by reading the 
newspaper and talking to neighbors. 

"We didn't speak English in the home at 
all, so I learned at school and from friends," 
she reminisced. "I remember that in the '60s 
that was an issue for many foreign families. 
It was very important to speak English in 
the home, but my mother would absolutely 
not have it. She believed I would lose the 
opportunity to speak another language." 

Today Babcock speaks English, Russian 
and German, but never imagined as a child 
that she would grow up to become a teacher 
— and an award-winning one at that! 

"I was always a creative child. I wasn't 
aware that 1 wanted to be a teacher. I loved 
art and music. I was going the 'starving 
artist' route," she recalled. 

Enrolling in college, Babcock .lau 
aspirations of becoming a performer. It 
wasn't until the last semester of her senior 
year that she decided to pursue certification 
in music. 

Soon after college she married her high 
school sweetheart, a Navy man, and ended 
up in Hampton Roads. 

"I came here and knew I wanted to go to 
graduate school, but not sure whether I 
wanted to study foreign language or 
something else." 

She learned from an Old Dominion 
University professor that linguistics would 
fulfill all her desires. 

Babcock earned a reading specialist 
master's degree in 1980 and embarked on 
her career. She joined Norfolk City Public 
Schools from 1980 until 1988, also serving 
as an adjunct professor for St. Leo College's 
Little Creek campus for several years. From 
1985 through 1995, Babcock also ran a 
private tutorial service and, in 1993, joined 
The Williams School in Norfolk as a 
reading resource teacher. 

Most recently, she worked as a Title 1 
reading instructor in Norfolk before joining 
B.F. Williams in 1995. 

As a teacher, Babcock shares her desire 
to learn with her young charges. But it's up 
to them to make the ultimate decision. 

"They have to come up with their desire, 
which is a dilemma for many children," she 
explained, "it really isn't about ability at 
all, but overcoming the desire (actor. Once 
you've got the desire and want to do it, 1 
don't know of anyone who doesn't pursue 
what they want." 

She cites what is necessary for a quality 
education: flexibility, accountability, 
responsibility, and the personal and 
corporate investment of time made by 
teachers, students, parents and 
adminisU'ators. 

Babcock likes to remind others that she is 
the product of a public education — and 
what they can achieve from one. 

"I did not choose education, but rather 
education captured me. It's the only 
profession that I know of where learning is a 
continual process for everyone — teachers, 
' students and parents. And it is the human 
factor of these intrapersonal relationships 
that makes the difference in a child's desire 
to prepare to reach for the stars." 
Although economics is often used as an 




excuse of barriers to education, Babcock 
doesn't buy it. 

"It doesn't take money to want lo ie<irn. 
Reading is the only change children have to 
get ahead, to communicate efleciivcly, and 
to find out things for themselves."

The annual Christmas tour of 
historic local sues in Virginia 
Beach was sponsored by the cit) 
of Virginia Beach through the 
Francis Land House. 

Vicki Harvc> of the Land 
House attributes ihe phenomenal 
popularity of the third annual 
History After Dark Tour to the 
realities of the affiiir iisclf 

"It's seasonal. Its different. It's 
also festive and fun. " she asserts. 
An additional consideration 
Harvey claims might be that 
u-ansportation is included, " which 
relieves those making the tour to 
contend with driving and traffic. 

Participants boarded Christmas 
trolleys at the Francis Land 
House and were whisked back in 
lime to a Christmas in Virginia's 
past. Slops along the way 
included the Adam Thoroughgood 
House, ihe Lynnhaven House, 
Upper Wollsnare Plantation and 
the Francis Land House. 

Each historic house was decked 
in holiday finery reminiscent of 
their time period. 

The outbound trolleys with 
guides Glcnda Knowlcs, Joyce 
Taylor and Paul Lankford attired 
in Colonial garb, left the Francis 
Land House for the outlying 
historic sites and returned there 
lor entcnainments and 
relrcshmenis " ai ihe tour's end. 

The initial was the Adam 
Thoroughgixxl House, which has 
seen well over 300 Christmascs 
sificc it W8.S built by a 
descendcni of Adam 
Thoroughgood in about 1680. 

Jamestown was the capital of 
Virginia at that time this house 
was Wit. 

Pine and holly wreaths hung on 
ihc windows and doors of this 
ancient home, Sprays of holly, 
cedar and pine cones were also 
in evidence. The scents of 
cinnamon and rosemary blended 
with the aroma of freshly cut 
pine. 

The paneled parlor was 
accented by a hearth decked with 
pine boughs and hanging,. Over 
Ihe muniie hung a portrait of an 
unknown 17ih.ccniury gentleman. 
Next, the Lynnhaven Hou.se, 
believed to have been buili by 
Francis Thelaball in about 1725 
vihesi Williamsburg had 
>u..j.h!,-j Juniesiown as 
V . ~ vupiUil. 

-■. Jecorations such as a 
K.^^.ny hall made up of ivy, holly 
.i[...i isusiletoc along with cedar 
wreaths accented with apples 
were in evidence. Centerpieces 
designed with pineapples and 
crab apples were eye-catcheri. 

Open-hearth cooking is a 
specialty at the Lynnhaven 
House. 

Docents Gayle Reske and 
Gloria Potter proudly displayed 
their wares; a Christmas cake, 
roast venison garnished with 
rosemary, Sally Lund bread and a 
Christmas pudding were among 
the culinary treau displayed. 

Francis and Abigail Thelaball 
were present in spirit as well as 
in the persons of Keith Boehm 
and Patricia Renn as guests were 
invited into the parior of the 
Thelaball home to celebrate the 
season. 

An additional stop at 



Upper Wolfsnare Plantation — 
built by Thomas Walke HI in 
1759 — gave the revelers an all 
too infrequent opportunity to visit 
this classic Georgian mansion 
located just off Potter's Road, 

This stately Colonial home — 
built just 17 years before the 
American Revolution — was 
splendidly embellished with 
decorations of assorted 
evergreens and fruit. 

Eye-arresting centerpieces of 
evergreens and apples topped 
with pineapple reminded guests 
of the tradition of Southern 
hospitality for which the 
pineapple was an 18th-ceniury 
symbol. 

Other decorative flourishes 
crafted of evergreens, kumquats 
and lemons were were just as 
pleasing to the eye.

Colonial Virginians were a 
breed apart from their dour New 
England counterparts. 

According to Joanne Woodruff 
at Upper Wolfsnare^ "Virginia 
colonists were a fun-loving group 
who believed the world was to be 
enjoyed, and they did their 
utmost to enjoy it." 

Woodruff also observed, 
"Christmas was a joyful lime, 
and Colonial Virginians knew 
how to celebrate." 

Finally, the inbound 

trolleys returned the travelers 
comfortably and safely to the 
gambrel roofed, handmade brick 
Francis Land House on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard which has 
probably seen nearly 2(K) 
Christmascs. 

From the about 1630 until 
1819, six generations of Lands 
resided on the property if not in 
the actual house. 



The Lands, of course, were 
wealthy, influential people who 
ran a prosperous plantation until 
Francis Moseley Land died in 
1819, 

Certain features of the structure 
such as the gambrel roof and si/.c 
of the house testify lo the 
prestige that the families who 
resided here enjoyed. 

Some of the decorations at the 
Land House were considerably 
more elaborate than those of 
some of the more modest hogjes 
on the historic tour. 

Wreaths, sprays, and window 
treatments using lemon, cotton, 
pine cones and cedar as well as 
pineapples were visual 
illustrations of the Land family's 
status. 

Upon completing the tour of the 
Francis Land House, visitors 
were treated to a taste of 17ih- 
and 18th-ceniury refreshment in 
the huge basement of the house. 
Hot apple cider with ginger cakes 
and cookies seemed to be ihc 
favorites. While the hou.sc guests 
enjoyed the refreshments. Bob 
Clark and Bcvc Yeskolski 
entertained them with hammered 
dulcimer Christmas music. 

The History After Dark Tour 
made for a relaxing and 
thoroughly enjoyable evening. 
There is no doubt that Adam and 
Sarah Thoroughgood would have 
loved it. 

Francis and Abigail Thelaball 
would have also been delighted 
to be sure. 

Indubitably, even Thomas 
Walke III would truly have hccn 
pleased. And the Francis Lands 
certainly (all six of them) would 
have been thrilled to know that 
their stately home still -welcomes 
and entertains Christmas guests. 

Christmas hospitality was an 
important part of 17ih- and 18th- 
century custom in Lower Norfolk 
and Princess Anne counties. 
Guests were heartily welcomed 
and often stayed for long periods 
of time, 

The Christinas season is a 
unique time of year; to spend an 
evening of the season louring and 
enjoying these historic homes is, 
indeed, u singular treat at a very 
unique lime pf year, 

Brcndii- Rowland, a tour 
participunr,. seemed very pleased 
with her visit to the Christmas 
tides of yesteryear 

"The fact that these homes still 
exist at all is u miracle of sorts," 
she said. 

"Visiting them during the 
Christmas Season seems to make 
this time of year feci just a little 
more special,"

We want them to know 
we're not the bad guys."

Stanley was recently lauded as 
WHRO Tcchnotogy Teacher ol the 
Year. She was chosen Iroin a pool 
of teachers throughout the region 
and awarded recently at a 
convention in Henrico County. 

Stanley, a 17-ycar veteran at 
Green Run and former Teacher of 
the Year for the school, was also 
selected to present her successes 
with the project to 250 Virginia 
educators at the Tech Prep 
Consortia Conference. 

"This IS just a very innovative 
course, said Stanley, "Its so non- 
iraditional that it just grabs 
everywie's attention. As opposed to 
a normal cour.sc where eveiyone s 
on the same ' igc, in this class 



they"re working indepcndciuly. 
What they have to do is they learn 
very early in the year to set goals 
and priorities — they manage their 
time, how to manage themselves 
and how to manage others. 

The main difference in this class, 
she noted, is ihey manage 
themselves rather iluin have a 
teacher manage them. 

""This type ol course lakes the 
focus off their teacher being 
responsible or their learning as 
opposed to students l>cing 
responsible for their own Iciiming," 
said Stanley. This course is based 
on expectations and these 
expectations arc set very high. 
We've been very successful have 
these students rise to ihe^ 
expectations." 

The Firm is a spinoff from a 
program started in Sandy, Utah by 
a teacher named Renee Pay. 
Virginia is the 13th .state to adojx 
the course, with Green Run the 
first high school to try the 
prototype. 

"I went to Utah and visited with 
her for three days and learned the 
concept of the program," said 
Stanley. "I came back here and 
canvassed the community are! 
talked to them about their mexk 
and wlut ne^xls were not being met. 
I was given two empty classriK)ms 
and a budget and the go ahead,' 

About lour years ago, the 
equipment wus staie-of-thc art. 
Now, although it needs upgrading, 
the students are still learning die 



ins and outs of business 
technology. 

"It's been .so successful," said 
Stanley. "The kids are learning 
things you don't learn in a regular 
classroom — how to present 
themselves. Things that businesses 
said our kids are falling short on. 
They had the know-how but diey 
didn't have the work eUiics." 

Now, said Stanley, the students 
are well-prepared to go into the 
work lorce. 

Teachers and students can enter 
the classroom with a request for 



production from The Firm. 

While other students turn in 
assignments and projects merely 
for a grade, Stanley's "employees" 
(as they arc called) present work 
that is actually used by their 
cljcnts. 

Even ""overtime" is offered one 
night a week, when as many as 18 
of the .12 senior students will 
attend each time. 

Stanley empha.si/.ed that there is 
a mix of students in her classes — 
from academically gifted to ""C"' and 
"D" students. There are no 
discipline problems. Any 
disturbances are handled by the 
students themselves. 

Stanley simply oversees the 
classes. If the students have 
questions, they will first try to 
solve the problems, such as 
looking up a word in the 
dictionary, rather than asking the 
teacher. 

It is no surprise to the students 
that Stanley was chosen as 
WHRO"s Technology Teacher of 
the Year. Just ask Crystal Sutton, 
one of Stanley's students. 

"She's one of the best teachers 
I've ever known," said Sutton. I've 
known a lot of teachers. Being as 
computer programming is the field 
I want to major in in college, she's 
given me the best experience of 
what to look for and how to 
understand computers." 

Although the class is a 
challenge, Sutton looks forward to 
it. 

"1 love this class," she smiled. 
"This is the best class I've had all 
year long. You gel so much 
freedom in this class. It's just like 
working in a real business," she 
said.

Beach OK's soccer stadium

Virginia Beach City Council has 
decided to go ahead with further 
study on the multi-purpose sports 
stadium which consultants said 
will be the "finest in the nation, 
second to none." 

A lease agreement for the 
stadium and a contract with the 
Mariners will be on a January 
agenda. City Manager James T. 
Spore said that the city's fiind 
balance will be the source of 
funding for the project. An earlier 
city study envisioned a stadium in 
the $4.9 to $6 million range, but 
Spore said that the staff 
recommends the HOK/TAF Group 



E. Bradford Tazewell, architect, at 
a briefing before council on the 
stadium said that the stadium is 
being designed initially as a 6,(K)() 
•seat facility which will be 
expandable to an ultimate 30,0(X] 
sea ts and the capability even to 
expand to 50,000 scais.Thc goal ol 
the designers, he said was to create 
a mi^or soccer stadium which will 
be the 'Tmest in the nation, second 
to none," 

The cost of the initial 6,00a-seui 
stadium, which also, will 
accommodate sports other than 
soccer, designed by the HOK 
Sport/TAF Group, has been 
estimated at S7,9S0.00() by Rollins 
and Associates, PC. 

Prior to a presentation by Frank 



Anderson Tuesday, with HOK 
Sport (Hellmuth, Obata and 
Kassabaum, Inc., of Kansas 
City, Mayor Meyera Obcmdorf 
asked for confirmation that the 
designers had someone on the 
planning team who were familiar 
with all requirements of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act. 
The city is in litigation now over 
claims by the disabled community 
that accessibility for the di»bledis 
inadequate at the city's new 
amphitheater. 

Tazewell noted that both firms 
are familiar with ADA 
requirements and have experience in 
meeting those requirements across 
the country. He said the city's 
interests will be protected and the 
city would be "kept from an 
embarrassing position, 

Councilwoman Rcba McClanan 
said thai the "mayor was absolutely 
correct. I don't want to just meet 
seating facilities (for the 
handicapped) or just the appeamnce' 
of addressing (the requirements)," 

She suiil she warned to go beyond 
that. 

Tazewell replied that this aspect 
will be the "focusof our continued 
attention." 

Anderson said his firm has in its 
office an individual who work with 
the Depurunent of Justice on ADA 
rci|uircmenis and that the firm 
further has envisioned bringing in 
ADA advocates as an advisory 
group. 



Anderson said that the stadium, 
which ul this stage is being 
designed fur u 60-acrc site on the 
Lake Ridge property, is seen by the 
designers us u catalyst for the 
development of the Princess Anne 
comdor. 

He said the suidium will be the 
forerunner of soccer stadiums in 
design and will be one of only a 
few, if not the only stadium 
dedicated for soccer specifically. 

Under the proposals, the suidium 
will be developed under a public 
private partnership with the city's 
professional soccer team, the 
Mariners, but will serve a stadium 
for the projected Lake Ridge High 
School which will be on an 
adjacent site. 

However, some questions arose 
on the suiuibiliiy of a site so close 
to the umphithcoter and the 
potential for conflict over how the 
noise from one facility would 
impact the other, Designers will 
look into that aspect further in the 
more in depth study appU'Ovcd by 
council consensus Tuesday. 

Although the stadium will have 
the capability to accommodate an 
array of sports (soccer, football, 
lacrosse and rugby), the stadium 
will be designed in a closed, 
intimate manner prefnred for socc^ 
sudiums. 

Anderson said that the noise from 
the amphitheater might have a 
greater impact on the stadium than 
vice versa. The noise from the 



soccer stadium will be diieciBd 
away from the amphitheater. 

Donald Maxwell, director of 
economic development said that die 
Tuesday presentation was only a 
preliminary presentation and that 
more study is necessary. 

McClanan expressed concern that 
the sound will be directed U)ward 
residents, 

Anderson said that the designers 
have not addressed the residents 
aspect but this will be addressed in 
further studies. 

The site provides for 
approximately 4,700 new pailcing 
spaces on the site for use by the 
stadium with an initial phase of 
1 ,500 spacer being provided, 

• 

Mark Wam», with the 
department of economic 
development, said that benefits of 
the location are the location are the 
ovailability of parking places at 
Tidewater Community College, the 
future Education Center, and the 
high school. He said that any 
major stadium has satellite 
parking. He also noted that the 
Municipal Center has 3000 parking 
slots. 

Warner said that there will 
obviously be some traffic 
congestion. The amphitheater has 
34 concerts and the Mariners have 
17 games, 

Anderson said that expansion to a 
30,00()-seat stadium would push 
the cost to S60 to S70 million.

Beach schools 
plot system's 
5-year strategy

The Virginia Beach Public 
Schools have planned their 
sti-ategy for the next five yean. 

Last Wednesday, the school 
board met to discuss the 
particulars of this strategic plan, 
comprehensive package which 
includes key elements such as 
curriculum, finance, safe schools, 
discipline, technology, diversity 
and working with community and 
parental involvement. 

"We're looking for a window of 
time that is reasonable for some 
defined improvement," said Dr. 
Tim Jenney, superintendent of 
the Virginia Beach Public 
Schools. "The seven critical 
goals were adopted by the board 
subsequent to their retreat last 
year. Taking those, and infusing 
what we think professionally 
needs to happen in the education 
area, we begin to build a 
hierarchy of usks." 

About 40 people were present 
at last week's workshop and only 
minor adjustments were 
necessary to the proposed 
strategy, so before long, the plan 
should b« up and running. 

When the board meets again 
regarding this matter, in the early 
part of the new year, the plan 
should be affirmed at that time. 
And then "we can really roll up 
our sleeves and go to work," said 
an eager Jenney. 

This five-year strategic plan is 
currently at the phase where 
objectives and strategies have 
been submitted to the board for 
ccmsidention, however, an action 
plan is yet to be developed. Once 
the submission to the board is 
approved, then the finer 
components, things like, key 
people, procedures and lime 
frames, can be established. 

A five-year strategic plan was 
mapped out back in 1989: 
however, it never flourished. And 
although the latest plan is 
moving along, changes probably 
won't be seen for another couple 
of yean. 

Nevertheless, Jenney is 
positive that this plan will be 
carried thrmgh — all the way. 
However, Jenney says that this 
can be a ml frustrating suge ai 
the project, because people often 
want to SM quick r^ultt, Iwt we 
must note that many dratUs are 
still being sorted out, plus a large 
number of people need to be 
involved to bring about the 
proposed change — so {Mtience 
is a virtiM. 

The city of Virginia Beach is 
changing rapidly. It's ttetifyi^ 
in many different wiys and ym'n 
in a peri<^ of change, so it's 
important for us to realize the 
value of diversity, and the 



approach that we take will 
emphasize that," Jenney 
explained when discussing the 
diversity component of the 
strategic plan. 

What Jenney suted about a 
means of attacking the diversity 
part of plan is a good attitude to 
adopt for the project as a whole. 

"None of these, culturally, 
happen overnight and so we're in 
the process of identifying the 
actual diversity that exists," he 
said. "We have a pretty good 
hand on u, but we'll do more and 
then we'll inform, communicate 
and create, throughout ow 
curriculum, a sensitivity toward 
diffcrcni cultures and the very 
diverse nature of our «wiety and 
our specific community — in our 
teachings and in action and 
reaction with one another," 

Jenney ulso stated that suiff 
training is u critical pan of the 
diversity element — to enable 
adequate communication of "the 
value and strength that can be 
gained from a positive adaptation 
with changing demographics." 

"That is to say we need to 
identify, generally speaking, 
what is it that makes f(x a good 
school and then begin measuring 
those and then reporting out to 
our public all of those standanto," 
he stated. Standards of iKonu^on 
is anoth» feature under review 
— what a student needs to taiow 
before advuicing. 

"It sounds pretty simple, tat 
yet we need u> articulate thoae u 
well." Jenney added. 

One improvement exaaiple 
highlighted in the strategic plan 
is "Cal's Pals." In an effort to 
improve school-wide attendance 
at Rosemont Elementary, 
pictures of perfect-attendant 
students are being posted on a 
cafeteria wall where there is a 
lifie-size Cal Ripken poster and a 
baseball diamond graphic. For 
classrooms with perfect 
attendance, 't:a!'s Pals" Iwinen 
are hung on those doors. This 
reward-system was inspired by 
the famous "just showing up" 
attitude of Rif&ra. 

"A plan is critical so that 
everyone is informed as to tlw 
direction — in this case, Uie 
educational institution — iliouM 
go. And when we're all informed 
and signed-ofTon it, it |»otects u 
ail," explained Jenney. 

"The nice thing about a 
sraegic plan is th« it (k)es foois 
the (x^anizaticm and its persmntf 
to move in the same direction. It, 
hopefully, will keep us bom 
fragmenting and from being side> 
trKiked or from allowing us to 
digress to other iisnes. h 
definitely will be somtthing thtt 
we're working on, on a daily 
tesis." 
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Support group offers heartfelt 
'HUG' to local cancer patients

She's a little lady with a lot of 
spunk! 

An ovarian cancer patient, 100- 
pound JoAn Green may not have 
any control physically over the 
disease which she's battling, but 
mentally she's 100 percent in 
charge. And if fighting this 
cancer, being a wife, a mother of 
four and a grandmother of five 
isn't enough to keep her schedule 
full, this remarkable lady has 
managed to fit spearheading a 
gynecologic cancer support group 
into her schedule. 

Through the efforts of Green 
and two others, the American 
Cancer Society HUGS (Help Us 
Give Support) group is up and 
running in Hampton Roads. 

After Green identified the need 
for such a group, she and Barbara 
Camillone, another patient also 
fighting the disease, met and 
joined forces through Sharon 
Bander, who was the nurse at 
their doctor's office at the time. 

"The nurse suggested that 
Barbara and I get together, 
because she felt that we had 
strong personalities," JoAn said 
with a laugh. 

HUGS has been created as a 
support system for women facing 
the more personal, therefore, 
hard-to-discuss type of cancers. 

"These women do exactly what 
the name of the group is," said 
Bander. "They open their arms." 

In January, the group will 
receive training in Washington, 
D.C. to include a visitor's 
program as part of their support 
services. Through this program, 
and through doctor's referrals, 
group members will be able to go 
out into the community to visit 
and provide moral support to 
persons who have just been 
diagnosed with a gynecologic 
cancer. 

HUGS currently has about 25 
members with at least 12 to 15 
participants at each meeting. 
The Community United 
Methodist Church on Old 
Kempsville Road in Virginia 
Beach has provided a place, 
twice a month, for the group to 
meet. 

On the first Wednesday of each 
month the group, and medical 
professionals, assemble at the 
church while the third 
Wednesday is specifically for 
group discussion. Oncology and 
gynecology physician Dr. George 
Kemp is the group's physician 
advisor. 

"We're learning a lot, we're 
sharing a lot and we're laughing a 
lot," said Green as she recalled 
one of the meetings where she 
laughed so hard that she tore 
inner stitches and got a hernia. 
"Sometimes you wouldn't think 
that we're a group of cancer 
patients sitting around talking 
about our problems," she said 
with a laugh. 

Until this opportunity to 
shurc and compare stories. Green 
said that she and some of the

other group members thought that 
they were "hallucinating or going 
crazy" until they met others in 
the group who had experienced 
some of the same type of 
chemotherapy side effects. 

Green described a "pinging in 
the ears" type of feeling as one of 
those "maybe-I'm-going-crazy- 
type-of reactions. Side effects, 
fearS and nutrition are only a few 
of the topics discussed at group 
meetings. Impres.sed and inspired 
by the group's style, a group 
which she describes as "elite," 
nurse Bander fondly said, "These 
women do more for me than I can 
do for them."

"JoAn actually saw the need for 
this type of group and came to 
the Cancer Society and then 
actually modeled it after some of 
the other support groups that we 
had already established," said 
Chris Green, area director for the 
American Cancer Society. 

"She formed the manual lor ii 
and did ail of the footwork. She's 
a pretty amazing lady," he stated. 

Green could be likened to a 
duracell battery, because she's 
known to just keep on going and 
going and going. 

"What impresses me," Chris 
continued, "is that she comes 
into the office — and you can 
tell that she's going through the 
therapy, losing her hair and all — 
but she just keeps on going. She 
is not driven by helping herself; 
she really wants to help other 
people and she's just so gung-ho 
and optimistic about it." 



Although Green has been 
battling her cancer for two years, 
since August 1994, she feels 
fortunate to have experienced an 
"uphill battle" since ovarian 
cancer is not usually detected 
until its last stages due to 
minimal symptoms of the 
disease. According to her, 
"there's a little bit of indigestion, 
you might experience a little bit 
of abdominal cramps once in a 
while and you may feel like 
you're gaining a little bit of 
weight, but that's the bloating of 
the stomach," she said. 

"Most people who I've talked 
with who have ovarian cancer 
have said that it has happened 
very nearly the same way to 
them," said Green. "No 
suspicions of anything like these 
symptoms until it's in the later 
.stages." 

Green's cancer was detected at 
the third stage — stage one is the 
earliest with stage four being the 
point where the disease has 
"already metastasized quite a 
bit," she explained. She also 
pointed out that "pap smears are 
not an indicator." Her test came 
back negative. Also, a 
hysterectomy, whole or partial, 
does not guarantee the dismissal 
of ovarian cancer. 

In 1995, 30,000 new cases of 
ovarian cancer were diagnosed in 
the United States; more than 
12,000 of those patients have 
died and only 20 percent of 
persons diagnosed is expected to 
survive five years. Passionate 
about educating the community 
about this disease, a well- 
informed Green continued with 
her statistics. 

Ovarian cancer "typically 
strikes women between the ages 
of 40 and 70," she said. 

Green was 52 years old at the 
time of her diagnosis. 

"Women with no pregnancies 
or a history of breast cancer or a 
family history of ovarian cancer 
or ovarian problems are at a 
greater risk. It's curable if 
detected very early, but 85 
percent of the patients are first 
diagnosed when the disease is 
advanced," Green stated. 

Upon learning about her 
diagnosis, she said that her first 
reaction was, "Oh, there's got to 
be some mistake, because 1 don't 
do cancer. I wasn't really 
frightened at first because I just 
knew it was going to be a 
mistake — I just don't do cancer 
— my family hasn't done 
cancer," she said. 

Within that same year, her 
brother developed prostate cancer 
and her sister developed breast 
cancer. Green is one of six 
children. 

Although a large number of 
ovarian cancer patients are 
popping up, there is no national 
support group to help these 
women mentally survive the 
conditions of the disease. 
Therefore, when she first talked 
to the area ACS about her idea, 
it is no surprise that she stirred up 



some excitement. Green has just 
recently learned that there are 
similar groups operating in other 
parts of the country, however, no 
one has gotten the endorsement 
of the ACS — that's a goal she's 
working towards. 

Green has had to give up a lot 
this past two years. Taking care 
of her mother for 20 years is one 
of them; her job at Employment 
Services, Inc., is another. And 
because she admits to being a 
person who has always liked to 
be in control, losing control in 
many areas of her life has been 
tough for her. Because of her 
decrease in strength, today she 
has to get someone to drive her 
to Richmond to visit her mother 
who has been placed in a home 
for the aged, and she also really 
misses finding better employment 
and training for groups such as 
the elderiy and welfare recipients 
through her former employer; 
however, she is forever grateful 
for the moral support that she 
continues to receive from her 
former boss, Gerald Yagen. 

Nevertheless, in whatever area 
of her life she can still control. 
Green does so without hesitation. 
That's why she didn't settle for 
her personal needs not being met 
at other area support groups 
which didn't address her specific 
problems and concerns about 
ovarian cancer. She then 
realized that something had to be 
done about the lack of attention 
this type of cancer was getting, 
so naturally, she did what she 
docs best — took charge. 

Although Green has accepted 
the disease, she admits that it's 
harder for her family to come to 
terms with the reality of her 
illness. And because she's also 
been a victim of family anger for 
getting the disease in the first 
place, she was determined to talk 
to other people experiencing 
similar family emotions. Thanks 
to HUGS, she is now able to do 
that. 

"It's a lot harder now on my 
husband and my children than it 
is on me," Green admitted. "I 
have accepted this," she said. 
"When I say accepted, I mean 
that I've got the battle and that 
I'm not going to go without a 
heck of a fight. 1 believe that 
God gives us the knowledge and 
the strength, and gives doctors 
the experience and the 
knowledge to help us battle — 
and it's up to us even though we 
say — 'It's God's will be done;' 
-^ however, it's up to us to 
utilize what He has supplied in 
order to try to make ourselves 
well," Green explained. 

"If I don't do anything else, but 
leave something behind or give 
to other people something that 
will help them," she continued, 
"well, that's all I want. I want to 
be able to sit back and say I did 
something — I did something 
good in the world."
